Day of Excitement at Long 


Branch. 


1!KKW AND PASSENGERS LANDED 


Ttie Steamer Will Probably fiemain 


in Her Present Position for 


Mftuy Days. 


,Loso BHANCII, N. J., January 26.—In 


a heavy fog, with the wind in the north- 
east and the eurf running far up the 
beach, a few minutes after 1 o'clock'tbie 
morning, th« new American line steam- 
ship St. Paul, bound in, went ashore in 
front of the Grand View house. All of 
seven hundred passengers were today 
transferred to land. At no time were 
the passengers in danger. Strenuous 
efforts are being made to pull the St. 
Paul from her dangerous position. She 
is in 20 feot of water, just in the outside 
edge of the breakers, about 300 feet from 
the shore, with tier head pointing at an 
acute angle west and toward the ehore. 


It has been a day of excitement for 


the people of Long Branch and vicinity. 
Never before in the history of the town 
has there been such a mid-winter influx 
of excursionists as there was today. 
Korth and south bound trains deposited 
crowds of curiosity mongers at the Long 
Branch and East Long Branch depots. 
The farmers for miles around, with 
their wives and families came. 


The objective point was East Long 


Branch, where the big American liner 
wan hard aground a hundred yards from 
Ocean Grove. Thero she lay," washed 
by tbe merciless breakers, looking like 
a huge hotel in tbe surf, with her iron 
hull, nearly an eighth of a mile in 
length, embedded deeply in the Bandy 
beach. She lay so close to the shore 
that the people on her decks early in 
the day could be heard speaking to each 
other very distinctly by those on the 
beach. There was evidently no uneasi- 
ness felt by the paeeengereorcrew of the 
unlucky venae!. 


LifcGuardunVmJ. R. Wiley of life- 


boat station No. 4. was the first man to 
discover the St. Paul in her dangerous 
position. While patrolling hia beat he 
saw Big n ale of distress flashing from a 
black mass, which, through the thick 
fog, he made out to be an ocean liner. 
She was close into the shore, headon, 
and she seemed to be hard fast on the 
beach, and the tide, which waa then 
about full, was unusually high. 


Wiley hastened to hie lifeboat house 


and aroused Captain Mulligan and the 
rest of the crew. The life Havers lost 
no time, anil in less time than it takes 
to tell it, the little boat was loaded and 
a life line shot out in the night. It fell 
athwart tbe bridge of tbe St. Paul and 
& moment later the men on tbe shore 
were aware of the fact. They went to 
work witli awill and had ropes and guy a 
Boon in place. The breeches buoy was 


1 then rigged up and Captain Mulligan 


got into it. He waa drawn abroad with 
only a couple of wettings, and the pas- 
BeiiaeM hailed him with cheeri us he 
was pulled over the side of the ehip. 


When Mulligan returned ho found 


Captain West and his crew from life 
saving station No. 3, from Seabright. 
hard at work. The two crews combined 
worked like trojana, but they could not 
launch the boats in the face of the heavy 
breakers, which threatened to ewamp 
them at every attempt. 


TO MAINTAIN THE RESERVE. 


Place the Gold Received in Post 


offices In t£e Treasury. 


CLEVELAND, January 25.—Postmaster 


John C. Hutchins of this city has sug- 
gested a plan to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury , Carlisle which will probably be 
acted upon and in a measure assist the 
government to maintain the gold re- 
serve, and considerable correspondence 
has resulted between the authorities at 
Waehington and the postmaster. 


A large proportion of the receipts of 


the poatomce in this city is in gold, and 
Mr. HutchinB suggested tbat ;f this gold 
received at all the postoffices throughout 
the country, amounting- oerhapa to 
millions of dollars annually, could be 
placed in the United States treasury 
and not deposited with the national 
banks, as done in each city, under the 
present eyitem, tbe scheme would result 
in materially helping the maintenance 
of the gold reserve. Tbe Doetmaster 
here received a letter from Secretary 
Carlie e thanking him for the sugges- 
tion, and -haa also had considerable cor- 
respondence with Postmaster General 
Wilson in reference to tbe subject. The 
Postmaster General has instituted in- 
quiries among all the large poatoflicea as 
to tbe amount of gold received and 
where it is deposited. 


Pulled an Editor's Nose.

Believed That None of the American 


Frisoiierg are in Serioua 


'Peril. 


Seeing nothing could bo duiiu until 


daylight, the weather beaten life eavora 
atootl around and talked of past exper- 
iences. They all agreed that no vessel 
had ever run In BO close to thu shore in 
their memory. They talked of the 
wreck of tlio Krcnch ato^mor L'Atner- 
ique, which ran auriMiiul off Seabright, 
about three iniloe north of the present 
location of tho St. 1'aul. 


The steamer Kiahnid went to pieces 


off Weot End, whicli is two miles south 
of tins spot, ubout twenty years ftRO. 
Other wrecks of largo steamers in thia 
nci^liborhood wore those of the Irra* 
waddj* and Manitoba, which occurred 
last November, off Aabtiry Park, which 
is a little further south, down the Jersey 
coaat. 


Tho breeches buoy on the St. Paul was 


kept buey bringing ineaBasea ashore from 
the Captnin nnd passengers. 


The life boats went out in tho fore- 


iioon, but no person waa allowed to go 
aboard any of them except the crowd. 
The paaeengers promenaded the tlecka 
and waved handkerchiefs in reply to the 
encouraging cheers which were watted 
to them. Shortly before noon a number 
of tuga hove in sight, and by 1 o'clock 
the St. Paul waa surrounded by more 
than a dozen small steam craft, includ- 
ing a revenue cutter and the Chapman 
and Merritt wrecking boats. 


The life boats, sf tar a few trial tripa 


from the shore to tbe St. Paul, made ar- 
rangements to transfer its passengers to 
some of ttie steam tuga which lay 
around, and the mails were the first to 
be tackled. 


It took twelve boat loada to exhaust 


the aupply of first and second cabin 
paBeeugers. In the fourth boat load 
one lady fainted after ahe had made the 
jump from tho little platform into tbe 
boat. ' They were all transferred to tbe 
fiidewheeler George Starr, which left at 
3.45 for New York. 


All the passengers were taken off the 


steamer before 4.30. No attempt wae 
made to haul the St. Paul off np to 11 
o'clock tonight, but the wrecking com- 
pany will probably make an effort at 
-at high water between 3 and 4 in the 
morning. 


At midnight the vessel waa lying 


practically parallel to the beach, with 
her bow heading south. 


Messrs. Chapman and Merritt, repre- 


senting the wrecking company, are on 
board the St. Pan) conferring as to tbe 
•expense and probabilities of getting her 
off, and late tonight Captain Ward well 
of tho West End life-saving station, 
aaid he was pretty tmro the steamer 
would remain in her present position 


"WASHINGTON, January 25,—-The state

The peanut 
butcher on the broadguage and seven or 
eight passengers in tbe broadgauge 
smoker were injured. The engineer of 
the broadgauge lost control ot his train.

passengers made a 
wild stampede, 


breaking the windows and escaping 
[rota the wrecked car, many cutting 
their hands and tearing their clothing 
in their efforts to get out.
